BIRTH-RATE  of  14.4  per  1000  of  tho  population* 

DEATHS . 

Tho  total  number  of  Doaths  rogistorod  in  the  distriot 
was  60  (26  males  and  34  fomalos)  which  is  oqui valent  to  an  ANNUAL 
DEATH-RATE  (uncorrootod)  of  8.03  por  1000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  Doaths  of  Horbury  rosidonts  in  Institutions* 
etc.  outside  tho  district  was  38  ( 15  males  and  23  females)  while  tho 
number  of  deaths  of  persons  in  Horbury,  non-rosidonts,  transferable  away 
was  1 male. 

This  leaves  tho  total  doaths  of  Horbury  residents  at  98 
(41  males  and  57  females)  giving  a oorrootod  ANNUAL  DEATH-RATE  of  13*1 
per  1000  of  the  population.

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■AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Horse  Ambulanoo  usod  solely  for  the  romoval  of  common 
Infoctious  Disease,  notified  in  the  district,  to  the  Council’s  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Addingford,  Horbury. 

The  Wakefield  and  District  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  Committoo 
provide  a Motor  Ambulance  for  tho  romoval  of  cases  of  Small-pox. 

(b)  General. 

A modern  Motor  Ambulonco  is  provided  by  tho  Horbury  Urban 
District  Council,  used  exclusively  for  tho  romoval  of  Accident,  Surgical 
and  Maternity  casos  to  suoh  Institutions  and  plaoos  as  may  be  necossary, 
no  charge  boing  mado  for  its  uso  to  pormanont  rosidonts  of  Horbury, 
providing  a Medical  Certificate  is  produced  stating  that  tho  person 
to  bo  romovod  is  a stretcher  c as 

Thu  service  is  also  available  to  adjoining  districts  in 
tho  Rural  Aroa  at  a fixed  scale  of  chargos. 

During  the  year  1942  tho  Motor  Ambulance  has  boon  called 
upon  to  mako  242  journeys  in  convoying  casos  to  and  from  various 
Institutions  otc#  as  follows

NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

There  is  no  established  Institution  in  tho  district 
from  which  the  sorvioes  of  professional  Nursos  can  bo  obtained.  When 
such  services  aro  required  it  is  neoossary  to  arrango  for  Nurses  to  bo 
brought  from  private  nursing  homes  in  tho  neighbouring  large  towns# 

The  Horbury  District  Nursing  Association,  a voluntary 
society  uphold  entiroly  by  private  subscriptions,  works  in  close 
co-oporation  with  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Private  Practitioners. 
This  Association  retains  tho  wholo-timo  services  of  a fully  trained 
Quoons  Nurso,  who  upon  request  makes  daily  visits  to  hemos  in  cases  of 
sickness  and  invalidity,  and  for  dressings  after  surgical  operations  etc# 

VENEREAL  DISEASES# 

The  oentre  for  tho  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  at 
the  Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

MATERNITY  AND  ‘CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  (Consultation  and 
Troatmont)  is  held  weekly  in  rooms  attachod  to  the  Houso  of  Mercy,  Northgato, 
Horbury,  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Child  Wolfare  Nurse,  and  staff 
of  voluntary  helpers  aro  in  attondanco# 

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

The  examination  and  troatmont  of  children  in  tho  oJ®mentary 
day  schools,  is  carried  out  in  tho  schools  by  tho  Modioal  and  Donijal  staffs 
of  tho  County  Medical  Officer's  Department# 
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TUBERCULOSIS

The  Goneral  Hospitals  taking  in  patients  for  treatment  from 
this  district  are,  Tho  General  Infirmary,  Leeds,  Tho  Royal  Infirmary,  Bradford 
Tho  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  Bradford,  Tho  Genoral  Infirmary,  Dewsbury,  Tho 
Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield,  and  tho  County  Hospitals  at  Wakofiold  and 
Staincliffe,  Dewsbury, 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Tho  Services  rendered  by  tho  staff  of  the  County  Laborartry, 
Wakefield,  in  the  examination  of  Sputums,  Swabs,  etc.  together  with  tho 
bacteriological  examination  and  analysis  of  Milk,  Water,  etc,  is  much  valued 
and  appreciated,  and  credit  is  due  for  tho  expedient  manner  in  which  tho 
specimens  and  samplos  sent  there  are  dealt  with. 

Mortuary, 

Tho  Urban  District  Council  has  provided  and  maintain  a 
well  equipped  Mortuary  and  Post-mortem  Room  upon  their  promises  at  the  roar 
of  the  Town  Hall,  The  Council  havo,  by  arrangement,  allowed  tho  use  of 
tho  Mortuary  to  adjoining  districts  in  tho  Rural  Aroa,  for  Post-Mortem 
examinations,  etc. 

Water  Supply, 

The  Horbury  Urban  District  is  adequately  served  with 
a supply  of  good  drinking  water,  which  is  obtained  from  Dewsbury, 'Batloy 
and  Wakefield  Corporations,  a constant  supply  boing  laid  on  to  all  houses 
and  promises  in  the  district.  The  supply  from  all  tha  sources  is  quite 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  is  controlled  by 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  monthly,  tho  rocults  of  which  have 
been  satisfactory.

4 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  added  to  the 
Register  during  1942. 

The  total  Deaths  from  Tubercular  Disoasos  during  1942  wore 
3,  which  is  3*06  per  cent  of  tho  total  Deaths  registered  from  all  causes, 
and  a Tubercular  Death-rate  of  0.40  per  1000  of  the  population.

I havo  tho  ploasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  TWENTY  NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  upon  tho  work  carried  out  under 
my  supervision  by  your  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  1942, 

.The  changed  conditions  brought  about  by  the  War,  bringing 
groatly  increased  duties  to  local  authorities  and  their  Officials, ’• ' 
together  with  tho  shortage  of  man-power,  has  been  tho  cause  of  tho 
valuable  work  carried  out  by  the  department  in  normal  times,  to  bo 
groatly  retarded. 

however,  in  spito  of  tho  conditions  prevailing  all 
essential  work  relating  to  conditions  and  othor  influences  likoly 
to  be  prejudicial  to  the  Public  Health  and  tho  woll  being  of  tho 
residents  of  the  district  have  rocoivod  attention,  including  the 
rigid  inspection  and  strict  supervision  of  tho  food  supplies  coming 
into  the  district,  milk  supplies',  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
rofuse,  etc. 

SUMMARY  OF  INSPECTORIAL  WORK. 


During  the  year,  1215  visits  and  inspections  havo  been 
mado  to  various  premises  for  the  investigation  of  complaints,  the 
suppression  of  nuisanoes  and  defects  and  tho  inspection  of  works  in 
progress  necessary  for  remedying  of  tho  snmo. 

In  addition,  a large  proportion  of  my  time  haa  been 
devoted  to  administrative  work  in  connection  with  A.R.P.  Decontamination 
Service,  Food  Treatment  Service,  and  tho  salvago  of  waste  material  noodad 
for  tho  National  Effort. 

608  letters  and  other  communications  have  been  sent  out 
by  the  department  during  1942,  while  25  Informal  Notices  were  servod  upon 
Owners  and  Occupiers  of  promises  calling  for  abatomont  of  nuisances  and 
defects,  etc.,  while  in  numerous  othor  instances  nuisancos  and  defects 
wero  remedied  by  my  calling  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  personally 
and  bringing  the  defects  to  their  notice.

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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

Praotioally  the  whole  of  the  sanitary  oonvenienoes  in 
connection  with  the  residential  and  business  premises  in  the  distriot 
ore  on  the  Water  Carriage  System,  the  small  number  of  IS  privies  and 
16  pail  closets  are  inconvertible  at  the  prosont  timo,  owing  to  tho 
fact  that  they  are  situated  in  tho  outlying  parts  of  tho  district 
whore  sufficient  sowers  are  not  available* 

The  total  number  of  water  olosets  in  use  in  tho  district 
is  approximately  2,350. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  Houso  and  Trade  Refuse  is 
carried  out  by  direot  labour  of  tho  Sanitary  Department,  under  my  direction 
and  supervision,  with  tho  Councils  own  Motor  Vohioles* 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  the  work  of  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse,  tho  vohiolos  and  staff  have  oarriod  out  the  collection 
of  Kitchen  Waste  from  100  communal  bins  in  tho  district,  and  the  salvaging 
of  all  waste  materials,  and  further  have  boon  engaged  for  464  hours 
during  tho  year  on  haulage  work  for  other  departments  of  the  Counoil 
without  in  any  way  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  Cleansing  work,  and 
thereby  bringing  about  a saving  in  hired  toam  labour* 

The  approximate  numbor  of  receptacles  for  which  the 
department  is  rosponsiblo  for  oloansing  is  2,025  Dust  Bins,  17  Dry 
Ashes  Places,  16  Privies,  16  Pail  Closets,  and  8 Cesspools* 

Tho  whole  of  the  Townships  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Addingford,  with  tho  exception  of  small 
quantities  from  pail  closets  etc.,  whioh  is  deposited  upon  farm  land 
for  manurial  purposes.  No  complaints  havo  boon  received  of  any 
nuisanoo  caused  from  this  form  of  disposal,  which  has  proved  not  only 
satisfactory  but  economical*  It  is  important  however  that  strict 
supervision  should  be  maintained  in  this  method  of  disposal* 

Tho  net  costs  incurred  in  tho  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse  in  tho  district  for  tho  Financial  Year  ending  31st  March,  1943, 

Was  £2,185  - 18  - 4d,  which  includes  Wages,  Tools,  Petrol,  Oil,  Disinfectants, 
etc*  Tho  cost  per  load  during  1942,  was  13  - 2-|d.  approximately  4d 
por  houso  per  woek.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  ON  HOUSING  CONDITIONS . 

In  face  of  prolonged  War  conditions  tho  general  standard, 
of  Housing  in  tho  district  is  remarkably  good,  casos  of  overcrowding 
boing  relatively  small. 

The  Urban  District  Council  are  the  ownors  of  same  462 
houses  on  their  various  sites- 

. With  tho  shortage  of  ,nbour;.  Materials  etc*,  and  othor 
restrictions  as  the  remit  of  war  conditions,  work  in  connection  with 
Inspection  and  re -conditioning  of  dwollings  undor  tho  Housing  Act  and 
Inspection  of  District  Regulations  has  practically  boon  brought  to  a 
standstill,  while  the  erection  of  now  dwollings  is  entirely  suspended*  » 

FACTORIES. 

39  Mechanical  factories  and  29  non-mechanical  factories 
are  on  tho  Register  in  tho  District,  including  Bake-houses,  whioh  have  boon 
visited  periodically  during  tho  yoar,  and  on  tho  whole  wore  found  to  bo 
maintained  in  a cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition,  including  sanitary 
arrangements • 

Much  improvement  has  boon  brought  about  by  tho  provision 
of  dining  roams  for  the  employees,  and  equipment  for  the  preparation, 
cooking  and  serving  of  meals  in  tho  factories. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


6 Private  Slaughter-houses  are  on  the  Register  in  the 
district,  via.  4 Licensed,  1 Registered,  and  1 Liconsod  for  a limited 
period. 

With  the  Government  control  of  Moat  and  Slaughter  of  Live 
Stock,  brought  about  by  the  War,  tho  contralised  Slaughter  of  Livo  stock 
intended  for  human  consimption,  for  this  area,  is  now  carried  out  at  the 
Wakefiold  City  Abattoir,  from  which  contro  the  moat  supplies  are  allocated 
to  all  the  surrounding  districts  in  tho  Wakefield  area. 

With  tho  operation  of  Government  control,  all  tho  Private 
Slaughter -houses  in  our  district  are  now  out  of  use. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Dospito  tho  difficult  conditions  prevailing,  every  attention 
has  been  given  during  the  yoar  to  this  ossontial  and  important  Public  Health 
Work,  much  time  having  boon  dovotod  to  tho  examination  and  inspection  of 
the  Moat  allocations  brought  into  tho  distriot  and  to  all  other  foods,  both 
at  tho  allocation  centre , tho  Retail  Food  Shops  and  other  Food  stores  and 
Food  preparing  premises.  In  all  tho  promises  tho  Sanitary  conditions 
and  standard  of  cloanlinoss  maintained  was  found  to  bo  satisfactory* 

In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  make  any  seizures  of 
Diseased  or  unsound  Food,  but  the  following  which  was  found  upon  examination 
to  bo  unsound  and  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  human  consumption,  was  upon  the 
conditions  being  brought  to  the  notico  of  the  owners,  surrendered  to  me 
and  destroyed  or  disposed  of  for  commercial  p'orposos  or  animal  feeding*

Tho  milk  supply  of  tho  distriot  is  practically  all  produoed 
locally,  either  in  the  Urban  District,  or  in  the  adjoining  Rural  Areas,  none 
whatever  being  brought  L by  rail* 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  brought  about  by  War  conditions, 
no  shortage  whatever  has  yet  boon  experienced;,  tho  supply  being  plentiful 
and  of  good  quality*

premises  of  registered  Cor  -Hoopers  and  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk,  when 
the  general  sanitary  condition  and  Qleanlinoss  of  the  premises  and 
utensils  wore  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

Informal  samplos  havo  boon  taken  periodically  during  the 
yoar  from  retail  purveyors  during  delivery,  and  tostod  for  dirt  oohtent 
with  good  results. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS* 

26  premises  in  tho  Urban  District  are  licensed  either 
for  the  sale  and  storage,  or  storage  only  of  Petroleum  Spirit  or  Mixtures, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tho  Potroloum  Consolidation  Act,  1928, 
viz,  25  for  the  salo  or  storago  of  Potroloum  Spirit  and  2 for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Mixture  (Celluloso  Paints) 0 

25  of  tho  Licensed  promises  store  tho  Spirit  in  underground 
steel  tanks  fitted  with  standard  pumps,  while  on  the  remaining  promises 
tho  spirit  or  mixtures  aro  kept  in  stool  drums  storod  in  specially 
constructed  fire-proof  abovo  ground  stores. 
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All  the  licensed  premises  have  been  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Regulations 
or  conditions  specified  on  the  license  have  been  observed. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES. 


The  disinfection  of  all  premises  after  cases  of  Infeotioua 
Disease,  is  carried  out  after  removal  of  Patients  to  hospital,  or  after 
reoovery,  if  nursed  in  the  homo,  the  method  used  being  Formaldehyde  vapour 

and  spraying. 

Premises  are  also  disinfected  after  other  diseases  and  oauses, 
upon  written  request  being  made. 

Arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  disinfestation  of 
verminous  premises  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas,  upon  application  being  received 
from  the  Owners  or  Oooupiers,  together  with  a written  undertaking  that  they 
aro  prepared  to  boar  the  cost  of  carrying  out  such  work.

Where  oases  of  Infectious  Disease  aro  notified  the  dwellings
